The French papers were silent «pon 
the subject of ttie Spanish war, and the 
defeat of Marmont was mentioned only 
in whispers. 


A new requisition of 150,000 men had 
l>een made in France, to be taken from 
the Ranks, (that is to say, those who 
escaped the filmier drafts,) and it was 
supposed this requisition would sweep 
the whole of that description. 


The news of our declaration of W ar 
against England was received in France 
about the iüt.h of July, and was greeted 
with demonstrations .«of joy 
but the' 
prevailing opinion was, that Bonaparte 
would not relax in the rigorous enforce­ 
ment of his commercial restrictions, 
us he obuins a sufficiency of Colonial 
produce by the licetised trade with 
England.— He appears to regard oyr 
interests with indifference or contempt. 


All American vessels

France, art^ obliged to send their papers 
on to Bonaparte, at his head-quarters in 
Russia, und await their return with his 
Permit, before they cj^n enter or sell— 
rhe Meteor was detaincdthree months 
for this cerehoony, and her Permit was 
dated at his heud-qucrtcrs in Wilna. 


No alteration favourable to our com­
